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MALIGNANT TYPHUS IN U. 8. 
ALIGNANT typhus—the kind 
1 they have in Mexico is now 
M slightly prevalent in California, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Colorado, and Kan- 
sas. A few cases have been reported 
in Iowa and Illinois. The continued 
unsettled conditions in Mexico, ‘the de- 
d in the United States for un- 
killed labor, and the unsettled Mexi- 
can relations make it probable that 
typhus will be even more threatening 
within a year than it is now. 

All school inspectors are agreed that 
the proportion of school children with 
head lice is very large. Letters re- 
celved by this department indicate that 
louse infestation is frequently found 
among adults. The body lice found in 
all parts of the United States is the 
same insect as that which, when in- 
fected, carries typhus fever.

To protect this country against im- 
portation of typhus from Mexico the 
public health service is operating de- 
lousing plants at six points along the 
Mexican border. | 

The incomer removes all of his 
clothing and puts them in one bag. 
| Shoes and articles that cannot be heat- 
ed are placed in a second bag. The 
naked person then passes before an 
Inspector. The head and hair are 
treated with a mixture of equal parts 
of kerosene and vinegar. The héad is 
then wrapped in a towel and left for 
half an hour. Persons trying this 
method at home may need to repeat it 
the second time, as 
would not carry it out as thoroughly 
as the public health service men. 
| The subject then passes to a corner 
ot the room, where his entire body is 
sprayed with liquid sdap. Next he 
passes to the baths. 

The soap is made by boiling together 
one part soap chips in four parts water 
and then adding two parts kerosene oil. 
This makes a soap jelly which, when

When in El Paso I saw six cases of 
typhus fever. Three of them were Mexi- 
cans, whose brother had died of typhus 
in Juarez three weeks before. In each 
case, except possibly one, the infection 
could be unmistakably traced to free 
passing back and forth over the line. A 
good many people work in EI Paso and 
live in Juarez. Physicians at the hos- 
pital stated their opinion that it would 
never be possible to stop the importa- 
tion of typhus into El Paso except by a 
perfect shotgun quarantine.

STEEL HELMETS 


SAVE SOLDIERS 


nial is printed the third of 
a series of articles by Capt. Reilly 
which will be of unusual interest in 
view of the entrance of the United 
States into the world war. 


BY CAPT. HENRY J. REILLY. 
PARIS, April 4—It has been shown 
that, due to trench warfare, about 75 
per cent of the wounded on the western 
front had been hit with shrapnel or 
pieces of shell traveling at a low ve- 


llecity and therefore had torn wounds 


and in many cases smashed bones. 
About 3 per cent of the wounds have 
been in the head and about 15 per cent 
in the face or neck. This led to the 
adoption by the French of a steel hel- 
met called after its inventor Adrian. 
The helmets were first used in May, 
That their use ts justéfied is 
shown in an article recently appearing 
Among fifty-five cases 
of head wounds forty-two happened to 
soldiers without helmets. 
Twenty-three of these had fractured 
skulls, while the remaining nineteen 
had bad scalp wounds. Of the thirteen 
who wore heimets not one had a skull 
fracture. Five had slight wounds only, 
while none of those who had worn a 
helmet died, quite a number of those 
who had not did.

Last year in the academy of medicine 
Dr. Roussy brought up the point that 
due to the helmet the number of cases 
(of sudden death from wounds in the 
head had been so decreased that the 
number of wounded with head injuries 
treated in the hospitals had materially 
increased. | 

The French helmet has proved such a 
success that Belgium, Italy., Serbia, 
Russia, and Roumania have equipped 
their troops with the same model bought 


jin France. The French helmet has a 


bursting bomb as insignia on its front 
and is light blue or khaki chlor, depend- 
ing on whether it is worn by the Met- 
ropolitan, the French home army, or 
the French colonial army. 

The Belgian helmet is khaki colored, 
with the Belgian lipn on the front; the 
Italian, greenish blue with no insignia; 
the Serbian, khaki colored with the 
Serbian coat of arms; the Russian, khaki 
colored with the Russian coat of arms, 
and the Rowmanian, blue gray with 


the Roumanian coat of arms. 
— 


— 
Up to the present the French have 
made nearly 12,000,000 helmets, using 
art 12,000 tons of- steel. In other 


* 


words, a ton of steel will make 1,000 
helmets. The British also have equipped 
their troops with a steel helmet which 
has no ridge running from front to 
rear as has the Adrian, no decorations, 
and a rather wide brim, which runs all 
the way round. It is of a khaki color. 

The Germans have issued to a certain 


number of taeir men, generally those 


who are most exposed in trench fight- 
ing, a steel helmet Which is consider- 
ably heavier than any of the allied 
helmets, has a much higher crown, and 
comes down more over the eyes and 
the sides and back of-the head. 

All these helmets are supported by 
means of a leather skull cap inside, 
which, fitting closely to the head, dis- 
tributes the weight over the whole of 
the skull, instead of simply around the 
edge of it, as is the case with ordinary 


headgear. 


— 

Of course, these helmets will not pro- 
tect against high velocity projectiles. 
However, as they do protect the wearer 
from low velocity projectiles, and as 
Weapons are, because of infection, 
often as fata] as severe wounds, it can 
easily be seen how much good has been 
accomplished. 

A French writer in La Nature iets 
that 332 out of 479 abdominal wounds 
were caused by shrapne! and pieces of 
shell having a low velocity. 

In thirteen out of fifteen cases of 
lung wounds, the projectile did not 
have velocity enough to completely 
traverse the body and come out. 

In seventy-one cases of joint wounds, 
sixty-six Were due to low velocity 
shrapnel and only five to high velocity 
bullets. Practicatly every one of these 
wounds could have been prevented by 
breast and body pieces and Knee and 
elbow caps of armor. 

As for every man who let 
dies from a wound made by a high 
velocity bullet there are about ten who 
die from wounds made by low velocity 
shrapnel and shell fragments, the im- 
portance is seen of protection against 
these low velocity wounds if it-can be 
had. |

The wearing of armor means the 
lessening of the mobility of the soldier. 
In the open field, lessening of mobility 
means a decrease in efficiency which 
cannot be tolerated. However, in 
trench warfare the mobility of the in- 
dividual does not count for so much, as 
even during an attack he does not have 


to go far, and generally does it at a 


walk in the rear of the barrage fire se 
nis own artillery.

A victory for western ideas is seen in 
the adoption by the United States Golf 
association of a new table for cumput- 
ing par. Early this year Crafts W. Hig- 
gins, assistant secretary of the Western 
Golf association, advocated the length- 
ening of the par distances because of the 
extra distance obtainable with the balls 
of recent manufacture. 

In keeping with this suggestion the 
national body announces its measure- 
ments will be: 

Up to 230 yards and inclusive par is 3; 
from 20 to 450 yards, 4; from 451 to 
600 yards, 5; from 601 yards upwards, 6. 
The previous distances were 228. 226 to 
425, 426 to 600, 601 yards and upwards. 

The Western Golf association already 
had planned to make the change and 
will adopt the new U. 8, G. A. figures.

M I proud of the following idea? 

Have not been more proud of 
anything for a long time, I an- 
swer myself. It is a most ex- 
cellent plan to keep, up a daily 
acquaintance in these days with the lit- 
tle Dutch oven. Perhaps by so doing 
we shall get new and economical ideas 
frequently. To cook potatoes in the 
skins is one I consider about the most 
satisfactory thing from an economic 
standpoint that could be devised.

My kettle is small, therefore_I used 
only three medium sized potatoes—a 
pound. These were washed as clean as 
they could be washed and the eyes 
rubbed clean. They were put into the 
kettle in their wet skins, with just 
about four tablespoons of water, and 
covered as tight as only an iron cover 
can cover things. In about one min- 
ute that water was boiling and then 


the small burner was lowered to the 
potatoes

Board Can Decline to fe- 


employ, State Supreme 
Court Holds. 


The Chicago Teachers’ fede ration re- 


ceived a body blow from the state u 


preme court yesterday in the decision 
upholding the school board’s authorit: 
to employ teachers and to refuse to re. 
employ those it deems unfit. ee 
The decision was upon the Loeb rule 
under which sixty-eight teachers were 
dropped from the rolls last June—a ma- 
jority of them being members of th 
Teachers’ federation, whose activities. 
under the leadership of Margaret Haley. 
were deemed by the board to be insub- 
ordinate. ’ 
3,600 in Federation. 
There are said to be 3,600 member: 
of the federation in the grade ‘schools 
and 400 more are high school teachers 
who are in affiliated organizations. 11 
is said that only about 1,000 of the 
teachers are active. 

Miss Haley said last night the case 
would be appealed to the United States 
Supreme court. a 

There is said to be no intention to. 
attempt any wholesale ousting of teach 
ers. President Loeb's position has bee 
that the dropping of the leaders last 
summer was for the purpose of check 
ing labor union control of the schools 


‘ Effect of New Law. ; 

There could be no wholesale ousting 
of teachers, even if the matter is not 
held up for another year or more by an 
appeal to the federal Supreme court. 
The new school law, which has passed 
both houses at Springfield, provides for 
a tenure of office for teachers. N 
teacher may be dropped from the Msts 
without a trial. In the present case. 
when the rule is put into operation. 
every teacher affected, who did not wish 
to resign from the federation, could. 
demand a trial. She would then be 
tried on the charge of violating a rule 
of the board. ! 

President Loeb wag jubilant over the 
court’s decision. 

This is the happiest: day of my life,” 
he said. “Such a decision is worth 
making a long fight for. It means that 
our public schools cannot be dominated 
by any outside influences and that the 
board of education shall conduct the 
affairs of the system. There will be no 
labor unions in the public schools.” 


Ruling of the Court. 

Here is the gist of what the court 
holds: 
The board has the absolute right to 
decline to employ or to reémploy any 
applicant for any reason whatever or 
for no reason at all. The board Is re- 
sponsible for its action only to the peo-: 
ple of the city from whom, through the 
mayor, the members have received their 


| appointments, 


It is no infringement upon the con 
stitutional rights of-any one for the 
board to decline to employ as a teacher 
in the schools and it is immateria! 
whether the reason for the refusal to 
employ him is because the applicant is 
married or unmarried, is of fair com- 
plexion, is dark, is or is not a member 
of a trade union, or whether no rea 
son is given for such refusal. 

The board is not bound to give any 


| reason for its action. It is free to con- 


tract with whosoever it chooses. Ques- 
tions of policy are solely for the de- 
termination of the board and when they 
have once been determined by it the 
courts will not Inquire into their pro- 
priety.” - 


History of Case. | 
The school board passed the Loeb rui 
Sept. 1. 1918. On Sept. 14 Judge Johns . 
M. O'Connor granted a temporary in- 
junction. On Nov. 29 Judge Denis R 
Sullivan denied the board's petition to 
dismiss the injunction. On May 1, 1916.- 
the Appellate court upheld Judge dun 
van. Sixty-eight teachers were dropped 
June 27, 1916. Many of them were fed- 
eration leaders. That action was not 
@ part of the Loeb rule case, however. 
Since that time the fight between the 
federation and the board of education 
has been at a standstill. f
